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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 









» » 

The relation of the Sabbath School to the growth and eflBciency 
of the church is too obvious to require argument. Still it is evident 
that the responsibility in behalf of the young is not justly estimated 
or properly felt in the church at large. The soul-stirring motives 
which prompt to this work are not thoroughly embraced, nor the 
facilities which exist for its prosecution, properly appreciated, nor has 
the church properly weighed the terrible alternative which must be 
accepted, if the Christian instruction of the young is neglected. The 
child is not far from the kingdom of God. He is born into the all- 
embracing atmosphere of divine love, and receives the Holy Ghost 
ere he is capable of faith. He is by virtue of the atonement a mem- 
ber of the church, and entitled to its fostering care. But, in the 
midst of this paradise of childhood, stands the tree of “the knowdedge 
of good and evil,” of the fruit of which he will partake ; temptation 
must be encountered, and the native depravity of the heart is quickly 
stimulated into a growth of sinful habits. The only safeguards of this 
critical period of our being, are affectionate Christian instruction, 
example, and authority. The social element, pervading the Sabbath 
School, renders it an indispensable ally of parental nurture, and adapts 
it to the multitudes who are destitute of parental instruction. 

To this work we ought, then, as pastors, to direct our earnest 
elforts. Nothing that money, labor or prayers can add to make the 
Sabbath School a living and efficient institution, should be withheld. 
The early conversion of childreij should be a primary aim in our 
ministry; and a nucleus of juvenile Christians should be secured in 
every church, and maintained with prayerful solicitude. No pastor 
is excusable in neglecting his Sabbath School, nor can he innocently 
relinquish to others all supervision of it. He is the pastor of the 
Sabbath School as of the church, and owes to all its members, both 
adults and juveniles, his pastoral relations. We are deficient as a 
denomination in Sabbath School enterprise. The system' of the 
church is adapted and qualified to prosecute this work with efficiency. 
Yet, such is our remissness that many of our schools are in operation 
only about one half the year. Some are managed with no expendi- 
ture, and most with no effort to qualify the teachers for their work. 
Little effort is made to organize mission schools, and even many of 
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our regular appointments are destitute of any. This is not disciplin- 
ary, it is not politic, it is not evangelical. In referring to these 
facts, we intend no disparagement, for we are doing a great work, 
and no denomination can approach us ; yet more is due to God and 
posterity, and we must hold and cultivate this vast field into which 
Providence has thrust us. The committee would recommend, for the 
interest of our schools, the formation of adult and infant classes, 
stated teachers’ meetings whenever it is practicable, a supply of new 
and appropriate music, and the co-operation of the pastor in the 
management of the school.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 



The Committee on Education submit to the Detroit Conference 
the following Report : 

It is well known to the public in general, that in the cause of 
education, we, as a denomination, take the most lively interest. We 
have often, in one form or another, avowed to the people at large, that 
to entertain an indifference on this subject, is to be recreant to the 
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weighty obligations which are, of necessity, imposed upon us. A peo- 
ple devoid of education can never stand before the world as a free 
and prosperous people. Rebellion to wholesome authority, and dis- 
regard for human and divine laws, are invariably their characteris- 
tics ; and it is a cause of great gratification to us, that our own State 
is taxing her resoift-ces, in no small degree, to advance the educational 
interests of all within her borders. 

The Committee on Education of last year, in their report to this 
body, gave an elaborate account of the character and prosperity of 
the several classes of institutions of learning in this State. We 
deem it inexpedient to reiterate what was then stated, and we only 
add, that our State University, Agricultural College, Normal and 
Union Schools, continue to secure our undiminislied confidence, and 
to excite our admiration. 

The enterprise of Misses A. C. and Delia Rogers, in establishing 
a female college at Lansing, is worthy of note. Considering the fact, 
that the State has made great provision for bestowing a liberal edu 
cation on the sons, these ladies are solicitous for bestowing upon the 
daughters corresponding educational advantages. And they assure 
the public, that every possible effort will be made to secure the 
most competent instructors, and to raise the standard of scholarship, 
while at the same time no pains will be spared to surround the 
members of the institution with all the advantages of a refined and 
elegant home, where the taste will be cultivated, and the moral sen- 
timents and affections developed, and trained in harmony with the 
development and training of the intellect.” From our personal 
acquaintance with these ladies, we are free to state, that the promises 
thus made by them will be fully redeemed. We, therefore, confi- 
dently anticipate, that the “Michigan Female College” will rank 
equal to any institution of the same grade in the State. It has, 
therefore, strong claims upon the public for patronage. 

It affordh your committee great pleasure to be able to state, that 
increasing prosperity attends the “Albion College,” No less than 
four hundred students have been gathering within its walls. The 
efficient and indefatigable faculty fully comprehend the great respon- 
sibility attaching to their position, and they are solicitous to acquit 
themselves nobly before God and their country. In the performance 
of their labors, they have a claim upon our confidence and sympathy,, 
and these wo unhesitatingly extend to them. 

We are informed, that several additions have been made to the 
institution during the last year. A suite of rooms has been fitted 
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up for the Preceptress, with a reception hall, furnished in an elegant 
and tasteful style. To the musical department there has been added 
a new piano. A new American air pump has been procured for the 
department of Natural Science. The library also has received a few 
additions. The cabinet of minerals has likewise been enlarged by a 
deposit and loan of specimens, by Rev. E, H. Day. The committee 
desire to call the attention of the members of this Conference to the 
fact, that any donations of volumes or raiuerals that may be given to 
the college will be gladly received. If those among us, who have 
<}ollections of such specimens, do not feel free to donate them to the 
institution, they would confer a favor by placing them on deposit. 
The gratification afforded to our brethren from studying or exhibit- 
ing the specimens at their own homes, would certainly be no less, 
when they were assured, that by depositing them in the college they 
were increasing the knowledge, not of a few only, but of hundreds. 
It is hoped, that the liberality thus far manifested for the enlarge- 
ment of the library and cabinet, will not by any means abate, but 
rather abundantly increase. 

It is with great pleasure .that we can speak of the Albion 
College *’ as an honor to ourselves and an ornament to the State. So 
far from having misgivings of its future history, we look forward with 
feelings of exultation, and are confident, lhat with the continued 
favor of Divine Providence, it will exert an influence for good upon 
thousands of the sons and daughters .of our noble commonwealth, 
and through these, on the entire wide-spread west. 

It must not, however, be forgotten, that its present and future 
prosperity depend very much on the continued eo-operation of our 
ministers and munificence of our members ; and judging from the 
past, we have no rejison whatever to surmise, that these sources of 
influence will be withdrawn. 

As the term of office of Rev. W. E. Bigelow and C. Fisk, as 
trustees of this institution, has expired, the committee would 
recommend as their successors, Rev. S. Clements, Jr. and Mr. David 
Preston. 

The committee are gratified in being able to state, that with 
regard to the North-Western University, a constant and increasing 
patronage has been extended to it, from its first opening to the 
present time. We are assured that its finances are in a healthy con- 
dition, and that its indebtedness is entirely provided for. Its exist- 
' ence has been only of few years, and yet the fact of its now having 
an annual income of nearly five thousand dollars, attests the perma- 
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nency of its basis and the vigor of its growth. The favorable 
consideration of this Conference, to this important educational 
interest, is earnestly solicited. 

Your committee recommend, that this Conference appoint three 
visitors to the ‘‘Michigan Female College” at T-tansing, and five to 
the “Albion College.”

VI. FinanciaL 

Conference Plan of Finance. 

OF ALLOWANCESi, 

The estimating committee provided for in* the Discipline (page 
55,) shall meet on the third Friday after the close of each session of 
the Annual Conference, at 2 o’clock P. M.,. at a place designated by 
the last Quarterly Conference of the preceding year, and estimate the 
amount necessary to support the preachers, as required by the- 
Discipline. 

The stewards and leaders shall meet at the same time and place^ 
or as soon thereafter as practicable, and apportion the amount to be 
raised to the different classes on the charge. The estimate and 
apportionment shall be submitted to the Quarterly Conference, next 
ensuing, for approval or amendment. 
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The Quarterly Conference shall then district the charge, assign- 
ing to the several stewards particular districts. The steward, or 
stewards, of each district, in connection with the class leaders of the 
same, shall apportion the amount assigned to their district among the 
several members of the church within its bounds, and shall see, or 
cause to be seen, as soon as practicable, each member, and obtain his 
or her consent to such apportionment, or such part of it as he or she 
may be willing to pay, and to circulate a subscription among those 
who are not members of the church. 

OF COLLECTIONS AND DISBUKSEMENTS. 

Leader’s meetings shall be held in all our charges, circuits as 
well as stations, where it is at all practicable ; and the amounts which 
have been collected by the stewards and leaders, shall be paid over 
to a treasurer chosen by the leader’s meeting. The amounts so col- 
lected shall be paid, in liquidation of the preacher’s claim, in the 
following order: First, traveling expenses; second, house rent; 
third, quarterly allowance. 

In case no leader’s meetings are held, the duties herein devolved 
or. su'jI*. mof.tiags. shall he perfjrmed by the Quarterly Conference.

The amounts paid by each class, the deficiency, if any, and the 
cause of such deficiency, if known, shall be reported to the church in 
Love Feast each quarter. 

The stewards shall see that a report of the amount expected 
from each member, the amount paid, and the deficiency, be made in 
each class at least once in each year, when each member, who is 
deficient, shall have the privilege of explaining the cause of his 
deficiency. 

OF PRESIDING ELDEr’b CLAIMS. 

The board of district stewards shall apportion the claims of the 
presiding elders among the several charges of the district, according 
to their several ability, and the amount they usually pay their pastors, 
taking into account any peculiarities in the circumstances of any 
charge for the time being.

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VIII. Miscellaneous. 

Report on tlie State of the Country. 

The American people have received from God, througli the wis- 
dom, patriotism and religion of their forefathers, the richest inheri- 
tance of civil and religious freedom ever bequeathed to any nation in 
ancient or modero time. They find in their institutions of govern- 
ment and religion — the great conservator of the public peace — the 
order, the happiness of society — every possible reason for cherishing 
an honest and manly pride of ancestry, and, also, every possible 
incentive to the maintenance of national credit, virtue, and integrity. 
The territory allotted them in the arrangement of Providence, for 
the developmenc of national life and power is, perhaps, the finest that 
could be traced out on the surface of the globe, and is signally desig- 
nated by nature herself as the theatre of the evolutions of only 
one general government. Two separate nationalities are forbidden by 
the imprescriptible laws of nature to co-exist in this fair land. It is 
with the deepest sorrow, therefore, that every true citizen and patriot 
contemplates the parricidal attempt made to uproot the institutions, 
to destroy the government, and to annihilate the existence of the 
nation. When we review the history of the government in its most 
beneficent relations to the States and Territories, to the industry, 
to the prosperity, to the constitutional rights, to the entire well-being 
of the whole people, and then trace the rise and progress of the real 
causes of the present rebellion, we see how naturally that sorrow 
should pass into indignation, and indignation again into the stern 
military resolves and measures of a patriotism intensified by the 
holiest remembrance of our revolutionary struggle, and by all the 
hallowed sentiments of that pure Christian faith which anchors a 
nation’s trust in God. 

There has been only one prime disturbing element among all 
the forces of our national life. The ordinary questions relating to 
material interests that divide men into political parties, have never, 
of themselves, been able to weaken the attachment of the people to 
the government, or to organize treason into’ anything like a well con- 
certed attack upon the peace of the country. All history shows that 
in modern civilization every event of this character takes its rise in 
the deeper questions of the rights of man. and the rights of conscience,

and the teachings of religion. Anything operating in national life to 
the violation of these ‘rights, and the subversion of these teachings, 
must inevitably, by the very laws of existence, in process of time, 
violently agitate a nation’s life and government. 

Such is the true character of the prime element of disturbance, 
that from the beginning has operated, directly or indirectly, to the 
disgrace and injury of our beloved country. The slave power in the 
United States has ever been antagonistic to the rights of man, to the 
rights of conscience, to the teachings of religion. Those rights it has 
violated in every way in which violation can be practiced ; those 
teachings it has subverted by every process that can turn the truth 
of (jfod into a lie. The ingenuity that could devise any method 
untried by the minions of slavery, of torturing the utterances of our 
adorable Christianity into its support, is fairly beyond the depth of 
the human mind. When this power was restrained within its original 
usurped domain, it did not distract the councils of the nation. When 
it sought enlargment into free virgin territory, it awoke the con- 
science and shook the passions of the people. When it accepted 
territorial compromise, uniting jn a solemn compact that was to 
remain intact forever, it gathered up its resources, strengthened its 
fortifications, shaped its measures for controlling the general govern- 
ment, and, succeeding in that, it poisoned the fountain of national 
legislation, corrupted the supreme judiciary of a free people, annihi- 
lated its own positive enactment to abide within its prescribed 
boundaries, and then boldly struck for its very enthronement in the 
nation’s existence. In Hebrew phraseology, it enlarged its mouth 
like hell to swallow up our whole inheritance of freedom. When 
Divine Providence, stirring in the hearts of the people, breaking in 
pieces party organizations, thwarting the plans of cunning men, 
checked its terrific advance and overwhelmed its columns, then like 
its original predecessors in rebellion against God, it precipitated all 
its force into open warfare on the principle on which evil itself can 
only act, — “ better reign in hell than serve in heaven.” Here is the 
origin, here is the deep, the unalterable significance of the great civil 
struggle, in which, as a people, we are now engaged. Thank God, 
the people are equal to the contest. Discarding all partyisms, they 
are pouring out their ‘treasures and their life freely, showing 
themselves worthy of their renowned revolutionary sires. 

The war is now waged on the part of freemen for the mainte- 
nance of the government, for the support of constitutional liberty in 
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the new world, for all the rights of humanity, for all the interests of 
Christianity in its civil and social relations, for all the rights of God as 
they are represented in law and order and justice, and for the perpetu- 
ity of all those institutions that for eighty-five years have adorned 
our nationality with every attribute of excellence, and made it a 
power among the nations of the earth. As Christian ministers, lov- 
ing our country for God and Christ’s sake, saluting the stars and 
stripes as next in our prayers and affections to the very cross of the 
Redeemer, we hereby pledge to the government all the reverence and 
love and duty and support that a loyal Christian citizen can render, 
and if it need be, our lives, our fortunes, our sacred honor. 

We submit for adoption the resolutions following: 

Resolved, Th.it the rebellion now waged against the government, is not 
onlj without just cause and therefore wicked, but is characterized in its com- 
mencement and workings by every species of aggravation that can provoke the 
indignation of man and just abhorence of God. 

Resolved, That we will inculcate in our ministrations all the sentiments of 
a high toned Christian patriotism, and the highest regard for civil government 
as a divine institution, and will urge our people, by every consideration of 
truth and righteousness, to a firm and cheerful support of the government erf 
their fathers. 

Resolved, That as the forces of humanity and religion are in happy combi- 
nation in the support of the government, we rejoice in the discipline now 
maintained in the array, in the discouragments exerted by those high in author- 
ity, especially against the use of intoxicating drinks, and in the general order 
of the Commanding Officer on the Potomac enforcing the proper observance of 
the Sabbath by all under his command. 

Resolved, That we affectionately exhort our beloved brethren in the minis- 
try, who are now laboring as Chaplains in the army to all possible fidelity and 
diligence, that the influence of our holy religion may strengthen the strong, 
may soothe the wounded and suffering, and support the dying soldier far away 
from home and kindred, and that we will remember them in our prayers, espe- 
cially our brethren from this Conference, and will hold them and their families 
in daily Christian remembrance. 

Resolved, That the act of rebellion is a forfeiture to all the rights of citizen- 
ship, and that the confiscation of the property of those waging war against the 
government ought to sweep every species of property alike, and that there is 
neither justice nor humanity in leaving the rebel in possession of his slaves, 
while we despoil him of all his other possessions. 

Resolved, That we cordially indorse the proclamation of Major General 
Fremont, declaring the slaves of those in rebellion against the government 
free, as befiting alike a just policy, and as subversive of no constitutional 
rights that can be claimed by those who are seeking to destroy the very 
constitution of the nation. 
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Resolved, That as slavery is the real cause, and that liberty or slavery the 
real issue of the contest, we are in favor of the humane but vigorous prosecu- 
tion of the war until the irrepressible conflict between the two is finally settled 
in the utter overthrow of rebellion, in the utter destruction of treason, with its 
twin monster secession, and in God’s own good time, in the utter abolition of 
American slavery.

t Report on tlie Bible Cause. 

An enterprise so important and invaluable as the publication 
and dissemination of the Word of God needs no labored argument to 
enlist the syynpathies of a living church. The American Bible 
Society has gained for itself an eflSciency worthy of esteem. It is 
an instrument, under God, of penetrating the benighted mind, and 
causing the blighting influence of Atheism to recede. 

It also affords us much pleasure in stating its effcicncy during t 

the past year, although somewhat crippled by the financial embarrass- 
ment of the present crisis. The receipts of the parent society, in 
connection with her auxiliaries, amount, during the year ending the 
31st of March, 1861, to $389,55 1.52. Its disbursements during the 
same year amount to $721,869. During the same period it has dis- 
tributed gratuitously books amounting to $41,967.99, which have 
gone to supply the destitute with the benign and saving influence of 
the Gospel. During the same year there have been sixty-five new 
auxiliaries recognized. Under the efficient and zealous labors of our " ' 

worthy agent, the contributions to the society from this State during 
the year ending March 31st, 1861, exceed those of any former year 
from this field. 

We therefore recommend the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That the American Bible Society deserves the sympathy and 
hearty patronage of all Christian people, and we gladly commend this worthy 
cause and its agents to all our churches and congregations. 

Resolved, That we will co-operate, as ministers, with the agent, in his good 
work, and will preach on the subject and take up the annual collection for the 
cause when he cannot visit our charges to do it in person.

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V CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER. 



1. The Conference shall meet at 8 o’clock A. M., and adjourn at 12 M. 
but may alter the time of meeting and adjournment at their discretion. » 

2. The President shall take the chair precisely at the hour to which the 
Conference stood adjourned, and cause the same to be opened by reading the 
Scriptures, singing and prayer, and shall have the journals of the preceding 
day read and approved. 

3. The President shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal 
to the Conference, but, in case of an appeal, the question shall be taken with- 
out debate. 

4. He shall appoint all committees not otherwise specially ordered by the 
Conference, but any member may decline serving on more than one committee 
at the same time. 

5. All motions and resolutions introduced by any member shall be 
reduced to writing if the President, Secretary, or any other member request it. 

6. When a motion, resolution, or report presented, is read by the Secre- 
tary, or stated by the President, it shall be deemed as in possession of the • 
Conference, but any motion or resolution may be withdrawn by the mover at 
any time before decision or amendment. 

7. No new motion or resolution shall be made until the one under consid- 
eration is disposed of, which may be done by adoption or rejection, 
unless one of the following should inteiwene, which motions shall have prece- 
dence in the order in which they are placed, viz.: Indefinite postponement; 
laying on the table ; reference to a committee ; postponement to any given time, 
or amendment. 

8. No member shall be interrupted when speaking, except by the Presi- 
dent to call him to order when he departs from the question, uses personalities, 
or disrespectful language, but any member may call the attention of the Pres- 
ident to the subject when he deems a speaker out of order, or any other mem- 
ber may explain when he thinks himself misrepresented. 

9. When any member is about to speak in debate or deliver any matter 
to the Conference, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully address himself 
to the President. 

10. No person shall speak more than twice on the same subject, or more 
than fifteen minutes at one time, without leave of Conference ; nor shall any 
person speak more than once until every member choosing to speak shall have 
spoken. 

11. When any motion or resolution shall have passed, it shall be in order 
for any member who voted in the affirmative to move a reconsideration. 

12. No member shall absent himself from the services of Conference 
without leave, unless he is sick or unable to attend. 
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13. No member shall be allowed to vote on any question who is not 
within the bar at the time when such question is put by the President, except 
by leave of Conference, when such member has been necessarily absent. 

14. Every member who shall be within the bar at the time the question 
is put shall give his vofce, unless the Conference, for special reasons, excuse h|^. 

15. No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 

16. The Secretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings of Conference, 
and, when approved, shall record them in a book provided for that purpose. 
He shall take charge of the journal and other papers of the Conference, and 
preserve them with care ; suffer no person to take a copy of any paper during 
the interval of Conference except with the consent of the Conference, and 
shall forward the journal and papers to the next Annual Conference. 

17. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any time, and shall be 
decided without debate. 

18. No preacher shall bring any charge against any member of "this Con- 
ference until he has first given him information of the same, either by letter 
or otherwise, so that the accused may have an opportunity for defense. 

19. When any brother intends to object to the passage of another’s char- 
acter, it shall he his duty to hand the name of the person against whom objec- 
tions are to be made, to the President of the Conference, who shall pass the 
name by, to be investigated in secret session, at such time as the Conference 
may direct.
